“heoent in local passenger rates by the

Tonpevivania Rallroad to stations beyond
E «t Lilerty is one of the curious results of
the competition of the traction roads. It is

not the least singular feature of the com-
petition that while the Pennsylvania Eail-
road dees not try to compete with the cable
lines ut East Liberty, it reduces the price of
round trip tickets beyond that point to less
thau the East Liberty rate.

This anomaly doublless arises from ex-
sctly the opposite caupee to that which
uwsually produces the vialation of the long
snd sbort haul principle, To make the
Eust Liberty round trip rate competitive
with the cable fares, it wonld baveto be
pbrought down to the meighborhood of ten
cents, On the other hand, passengers ve-
yond that point who come in and take the
cuble ronds from East Liberty have to pay
ten cents each way, or twenly cents a round
trip. The reduction of a few cents, there-
fore, makes the fare compeiitive from those
points. Geperslly the long and zhort haul
discrimination is imposed becsuse the rail-
road has absolute control of the traffie from
the intermediate point. Here itoceurs be-
cause the intermediate traffic is so far be-
yond the rench of the railrosd that 1t is not
worth trying for.

But the Pennsylvania Railroad might as
well bave made the East Liberty fave as low
asthat o Torrens, just for the sake of ob-
serving the principle laid down in the inter-
State commerce law apd the eonstitution,
nlthough the jormer instrument has no jur-
isdiction in this case and the latter is inop-
erative. Al the =ame time ite neglect to do
s0 cannot impose sany discriminstion oo the
public. Aoyone who wishes to take a
round trip to East Liberty by therailroad can
buy & tieket to and from Torrens station and
get whatever bepefit there is in the reduoced
fare.
The reduction shows the closs competition
that exists for the passenger traffic of the
East Liberty Valley and promises further
interesting developments when the eompeti-
tion shall be increased by the coaostruction
of new transit lines.

THE THREAT OF THE FLOODS.

The possibility of even a greater calamity
than th« Louisville cyclone is impending
over the lowlands bordering on the lower
Mississippi in the form of & more over-
whelming floed than has yet been experi-
enced. With the danger line already passed
by the high water of the past two weeks, the
full foice of the flocdy from the upper rivers
hias not wet been heard from. Before the
river entirely subsides it would not be
strapge it Louisians, Arkansas and Missis-
sippi should have a woeful experience of
brokes levees and overflowed plantstions.
The Bigon] Service bas issued a warning of
the danger, but 1t is doubtful if it renches a
majority of those who are in the imperiied
distrivts, The country may have before it
the task of relleving the inhabitants of a
vast cxpanse of overflowed and desolated
country.

| waste in some depart ts of our muuicipal
expenditure is egregions. Butan anslysis
of the municipal expenditures on both
sides of the ocean, might show some ele-
ments which would make the difference ap-
pear less radical than it does by the mere
statement of the figures. For example, there
are several branches of municipal expendi-
ture here, which in the continental cities at
least are cared for by the general govern-
ment. Then the character of the work done
is different.  American ecities usually have
to creaste new streets, lay pavements, dig
sewers and build muaicipal buildings all
10 the space of a few years; while the pres-
ent Europesn cities find these things already
done in great measure by their predecessors
throngh & Jong course of years
Finanlly the different character of the
work is illustratea in one respect by the fact
that European fire departments are small
and inexpensive, in reliance upon the
thick walls of buildings crected before fire
deparuments were known, while a third-class
city of our country would regard itsell as
poorly protected by euch a fire department
as suffices for & first-class city of Europe.

With all these differences sllowed for,
there is, no doubt, considerable difference
between the cost of muunicipal gover t
here and abroad. Municipal administration
and municipal politics are two of our weak
points. It is well to remember that the con-
trast is not really so radiesl as it appears;
but it 1s great enough to inspire the publie,
both for the sake of its pride and iis pocket,
to institute radical reforms in the work of
city governments,

A NARROW ESCAFPE.

The experience of the City of Paris
wroves after all to have been an exciting
one with & narrow escape from making an
addition ta the list of calamities. Anocean
steamer, 216 miles from land, with a hole in
her bottom caused by the explosion of o
erlinder, and both engives disabled, is any-
thing but a comlortable or pleasant situa-
tion for the tourist to foreign shores,

While the testimony is strongly in favor

of thie admirable conduct of the officers and
crew, the cscape from s disaster must be
asoribed more to a merciful providence
than to adequate foresigit in preventing any
such chances. The explosion of the cyelin-
der was not foreseen, of ecourse; but has not
steam engineering made a sufficient ap-
proach to an exact science to put machinery
in such condition that it cannot explode for
eight or nine aays? It scems that before a
ship takes its precious freight of lives out
10 sen there should be an absolute certainty
that no such perils as this from its machin-
ery will take place,
. This approach to an oceéan calamity jo
the same week with the Louisville cyclone
and the Mississippi floods shows that the
chanees of life and death whether by sea or
by land cannot be computed with any cer-
tainty.

A COMBINATION BROKEN.

There is an interesting evidence of the su-
periority of the forees of nature to the pow-
er of corporate combinations, in the open
announcement that the anthracite agree-
ment has been broken into hittle bits. Ever
#ince the first of the vear the aathracite
companies have been struggling to keep up
prices against the influence of the open win-
ter, The poor miners bave been brought to
the verge of starvatior with half or quarter
work; suspension of production has been
ordered, and all the combination devices
tried, to no purpose.

The fact is announced that the atlempt to
observe the combination prices is sban-
doned. Sales agents have resolved to “meet
the market,” and the agreements to restriot
production are cast aside for the adoption of
the policy of increasing production on vari-
ous lines, This fact affords the best evi-
dence of what was known before, that even
the reduced prices of §3 25(@3 50 per ton for
stove coal at New York yield a profis. If
they did potl the roads would not increase
their production, but would be wiser to di-
minish it

This apparently complete breakdown of
the anthracite agreement isan evidence of
the strength of the natural toree of competi-
tion. If the competitive businessis kept
up, it may be discovered that when the wa-
ter is squeezed out of the mnthracite interests
there is more legitimate prosperity for them
in cbheap than in high priced coal.
